Corrected drawing 
sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

b. Applicant is requested to amend claims 59-61 to overcome 35 USC 101 
as nonstatutory subject matter as described below. 

c. Applicant is requested to file a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome the non- 
statutory double patenting rejection as described below. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213. 
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A shortened statutory period for reply to this action is set to expire TWO MONTHS from 
the mailing date of this letter. 

2. Claims 59-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. "An article of manufacture comprising program 
instructions" is being considered as nonstatutory functional descriptive material. 
Applicant is suggested to amend the phrase above to be read as "An article of 
manufacture containing computer readable medium encoded with program instructions" 
to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection. 

3. The non-statutory double patenting rejection, whether of the obviousness-type or 
non-obviousness-type, is based oh a judicially created doctrine grounded in public 
policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985) In re Van 
Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969). 

4. A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a non-statutory double 
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patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

5. Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1-61 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-40, 1-203, and 
1-71 of copending Application Numbers 10/055,645, 10/055,641, and 10/055,741 
respectively. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the context of the claimed invention is the same as the 
context of the cited claims of the U.S. patent applications. This is a provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting claims have not in 
fact been patented.
